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Globally, more than 1.2 million Graduate Management Admission Test® (GMAT®) exams have been taken over the past five 
years by individuals interested in pursuing graduate management education. The GMAT exam is an important part of the 
admissions process for more than 6,100 graduate management programs worldwide. A total of 243,529 GMAT exams were 
taken by prospective business school students around the world in testing year 2014 (TY2014), which ran from July 1, 2013 
through June 30, 2014. These examinees sent a total of 687,976 score reports to graduate-level management programs 
across the globe.

GMAT “Total” scores, which are reported in this report, 
are calculated based on performance on the Verbal and Quantitative sections of 
the exam. Total scores are reported in increments of 10, on a scale ranging from 
200 to 800. Results are valid for a five-year period from test sitting. Please note 
that GMAT volume was artificially elevated in TY2012 as many examinees opted to 
sit for the exam before the addition of Integrated Reasoning (IR) in June 2012.
